Bosses in 
call over 
M5 hard 
shoulder 

THE hard shoulder of the 
M5 should be opened up to 
traffic to boost the wider 
West Midlands economy, 
according to the area’s busi¬ 
ness leaders. 

Hold-ups on the roads 
are currently costing busi¬ 
ness £2.2 billion per year in 
higher costs, lost business 
and reduced productivity, 
and evidence from West 
Midlands supplier deliv¬ 
ery times shows the area is 
suffering, according to the 
Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ships across the region. 

The six LEPs have now 
agreed a joint statement 
setting out areas of improve¬ 
ment in transport necessary 
to drive economic growth. 

Among them is the pro¬ 
posal for the Managed Mo¬ 
torways scheme, which has 
already been created along 
large sections of the M6, to 
be introduced on parts of 
the M5 as well, to bust con¬ 
gestion. 

The group now wants the 
hard shoulder to be opened 
from where the M5 meets 
junction eight of the M6 for 
Great Barr to junction 4a 
for Lydiate Ash. 

Stewart Towe, chairman 
of the Black Country LEP, 
added: “We’re positive 
about the opportunities HS2 
is bringing to the area. We 
need to make sure however 
that the links are in place 
to it.” 

Rogue trader 
dampdown 

TRADING standards of¬ 
ficers have joined forces 
with the police to crack¬ 
down on rogue traders. 

Operation Rogue Trader 
saw the team of police and 
trading standards officers 
carry out a day of action at 
rogue trading hotspots in 
Sandwell including Great 
Barr and Cradley Heath. 

During the operation, 
eleven of the 12 traders 
spoken to by officers were 
genuine, but one became 
uncooperative and ran away 
before his credentials could 
be verified.

party before losing her seat 
on the authority. 

The mother-of-two had 
also been chairman of the 
Blackheath Business and 
Community Association. 
She died at the weekend a 
few weeks short of her 60th 
birthday, after losing her 
battle with cancer. 

Former Sandwell Con¬ 
servative leader Ray Nock 
said: “My family and I have 
lost a good friend. 

“Sandwell has lost one of 
the last real Conservative 
councillors, who always put 
people before her own ambi¬ 
tions.” 

James Morris, Tory MP 
for Halesowen & Rowley 
Regis, added: “It is difficult 
to sum up the enormous 
contribution that Mary 
made in Blackheath over 
so many years. I will miss 
her frank and helpful sup¬ 
port greatly, but I know she 
would prefer to be remem¬ 
bered for all the help she 
gave to so many people and 
community groups in Black¬ 
heath and across Sandwell.” 

Mrs Docker campaigned 
on a range of issues includ¬ 
ing her call for improve¬ 
ments at the public toilets 
in Short Street Car Park, 
on Henderson Way, Black¬ 
heath, for the benefit of 
elderly visitors to the town 
before Sandwell Council

decided to close the conveni¬ 
ences for good. 

She was also involved in 
campaigning for a ramp for 
wheelchair users at Powke 
Lane Cemetery in Rowley 
Regis, so they could lay 
wreaths at the foot of the 
cenotaph to pay their re¬ 
spects. 

Jeff Hill, chairman of 
Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis Conservative asso¬ 
ciation, added: “She was a 
highly respected member of 
the community. 

“She worked very hard 
for the people of Blackheath 
and we are shocked by her 
passing. ” 

In her role as chairman of 
the association, Mrs Docker 
was involved in the organi¬ 
sation of the annual Tree of 
Life event in the town, at St 
Paul’s Church, Long Lane, 
in memory of departed loved 
ones.

Six Jobs 
to be lost 
in library 
cutbacks 

RESTRUCTURE plans 
have been revealed for a li¬ 
brary service, with job loss¬ 
es proposed to cut costs. Six 
management posts will be 
cut from Sandwell’s Library 
and Information Service. 

Proposals were outlined 
in a report that was heard at 
a meeting of the Town and 
Neighbourhood Services 
Decision Making Commit¬ 
tee last week. The report 
submitted to the head of the 
service, Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, recommends that 
all of the 14.86 management 
posts currently held at the 
council’s libraries are de¬ 
leted and replaced with just 
8.86 posts. 

Of the six posts set to go, 
four are currently vacant 
and will be dissolved, but 
two members of staff will 
be offered voluntary redun¬ 
dancy. 

There will also be changes 
to how the council’s archive 
service is managed that will 
see the services frontline 
provision run from Smeth¬ 
wick Library, but the num¬ 
ber of jobs will remain the 
same. Councillor Hussain 
said: “We have always said 
that we were going to pro¬ 
tect frontline services and so 
far we haven’t had to close 
any libraries.” 

The council already 
shaved £300,000 off its li¬ 
brary budget in 2013/14 and 
cut a further £880,000 in 
the two years before that. 

Flytipping 
action starts 

A CLAMPDOWN has been 
launched on fly tipping on a 
patch of open land and in an 
alley way. 

Action is being taken 
on complaints about rub¬ 
bish and bulk waste being 
dumped in Mason Street 
in West Bromwich and the 
alleyway joining Turner 
Street in the same town.

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Police fears over schools move 


A FORMER anti-terrorism chief 
has been appointed to look into an 
alleged Islamic plot to take over 
schools in the West Midlands spark¬ 
ing anger from the area’s top police¬ 
man. 

Peter Clarke, who served as the 
head of the Metropolitan Police’s 
counter-terrorism unit, has been 
made Education Commissioner and 
will review the evidence in connec¬ 


tion with the allegations at 25 Bir¬ 
mingham schools. 

His role will be to conduct an 
investigation to fully understand 
the situation and work with Bir¬ 
mingham City Council to ‘analyse 
evidence of extremist infiltration’ 
in both academies and council-run 
schools, the Department for Educa¬ 
tion said. But the move has sparked 
criticism from West Midlands Po¬ 


lice Chief Constable Chris Sims. He 
said: “This is a desperately unfor¬ 
tunate appointment. Peter Clarke 
has many qualities but people will 
inevitably draw unwarranted con¬ 
clusions from his former role as 
national co-ordinator for counter 
terrorism. 

“I am a strong supporter of open 
and inclusive education for all chil¬ 
dren in Birmingham and across the 


West Midlands and am committed 
to the process adopted by Birming¬ 
ham City Council with educational 
and social inclusion at its heart.” 
It comes days after it was disclosed 
that 25 schools are now under inves¬ 
tigation over the alleged hardline 
Muslim plot to force out governors 
and headteachers. 

Mr Clarke is due to report back 
with his findings in the summer. 


Baggies stars among 
fraudsters' victims

A ‘LIFESTYLE consultant’ swindled 
six clients - including former Bag¬ 
gies striker Peter Odemwingie- out 
of more than £ 80 , 000 . 

Ex West Bromwich Albion boss Tony 
Mowbray also fell victim to fraudster 
Claire Duke. 

The 38-year-old pocketed cash given to her by 
her high-profile clients which was meant for lux¬ 
ury holidays abroad, Stafford Crown Court was 
told on Monday. 

She wept as she was spared jail after admitting 
seven counts of fraud and was handed a two year 
sentence suspended for two years. 

Duke cashed in on the wedding of Odemwingie 
- who now plays for Stoke - by duping him into 
paying twice for his luxury £7,000 Venice hon¬ 
eymoon. She also conned Mowbray out of more 
than £27,000 for flights and hotels on his family 
holidays to Dubai. 

The court was also told how Odemwingie un¬ 
wittingly picked up the bill for a £15,000 break in 
the Caribbean enjoyed by Liverpool player Andre 
Wisdom because Duke was ‘robbing Peter to play 
Paul’ in a desperate bid to stop going bust, said 
Mr Hugh O’Brien Quinn, prosecuting. 

Duke put on ‘impressive’ presentations at Pre¬ 
mier League and Championship football clubs 
after targeting professional players as ideal cli¬ 
ents for her fledgling concierge business, he 
added. Odemwingie was playing for West Brom 
when he asked Duke to arrange £7,000 worth of 
flights to Miami in April 2012 and gave her his 
credit card details , said Mr O’Brien Quinn. 

The previous month his future mother-in-law, 
Mrs Tracy Fallon, had given Duke £7,560 to 
cover her daughter’s honeymoon to Venice but 
the lifestyle consultant pocketed the cash. 

Duke was invited to the reception when the 
soccer star married Sarah Fallon at a Northamp¬ 
ton church on May 26 2012 and handed over the 
tickets to the newly-weds at the happy event. 

But Odemwingie had no idea the defendant 
was using his credit card to pay for the £7,471 
honeymoon and cover up the fact she had kept 
Mrs Fallon’s money, the court was told. 

She used the card again to settle the cost of 
fullback Andre Wisdom’s £15,106 Caribbean 
holiday and conceal the fact that she had kept 
the £6,600 paid in advance by the Liverpool 
player, added Mr O’Brien Quinn. 

A legitimate company through which the 
fraudster booked the trip later repaid the former 
West Brom striker £7,515 of the stolen money 
but he remained £7,590 out of pocket over the 
scam involving Wisdom, added the prosecutor. 
Mowbray paid her £10,400 to arrange a holi¬ 
day for his wife in Dubai after Duke put on a 
presentation at Middlesbrough while he was the 
club’s manager. 


But Mrs Mowbray arrived to find the hotel was 
not booked and had to stay in ‘inferior’ accom¬ 
modation. When the bill arrived she discovered 
she had been landed with the entire £13,016 cost 
of the trip. 

Duke blamed a mix-up and assured the Mow- 
brays the £10,400 could be used on another 
holiday although really it had been kept by her. 
The soccer manager returned to Dubai with his 
family in February last year and ran up another 


£17,000 bill that was not covered, leaving him a 
total of £27,738 out of pocket. Police were alerted 
but Duke continued to con other wealthy clients, 
even after being bailed by officers pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries, the court heard. She tricked a 
total of £82,561 from six people between April 
2012 and July last year although the overall loss 
was £64,974 since some of the stolen money was 
used to pay the costs of other clients as she jug¬ 
gled the books to cover up the racket, it was said. 


Academy 
head gets 
new role 
as chief 

THE head of an outstand¬ 
ing academy school has 
been appointed as the first 
commissioner in a new tier 
of education watchdogs for 
the West Midlands. 

Pank Patel, head teacher 
of the Wood Green Academy 
in Wednesbury since 2006, 
and a serving Ofsted inspec¬ 
tor, has been appointed the 
first Regional Schools Com¬ 
missioner for the area. 

It will mean he will leave 
Wood Green later this 
year to take on the role, 
one of eight in the country 
which have salaries from 
£100,000-140,000-a-year. 

The idea behind the new 
positions is to have more 
decision making on a local 
level about academies and 
free schools as their num¬ 
bers continue to increase 
nationally. 

His responsibilities will 
include taking decisions 
on the creation of new 
academies on behalf of the 
Education Secretary and 
monitoring performance. 
He will also work to ensure 
there are sponsors to work 
with any underperforming 
schools in the area. 

Mr Patel, who grew up in 
Hill Top, said: “I am really 
excited about this. I think 
it’s a valuable new tier be¬ 
cause it’s going to mean we 
have regional representa¬ 
tion from the DfE.” 

Young look 
at transport 

YOUNG people will get the 
chance to advise transport 
bosses on the needs of the 
next generation of passen¬ 
gers. 

Transport authority 
Centro has formed a youth 
forum to get views on bus, 
train and tram services and 
how they could be improved 
for younger users. 

The 29-strong team will 
help shape the future of 
public transport by meeting 
regularly with Centro staff. 

The group will also be 
tasked with helping to form 
ideas to better connect pas¬ 
senger information with 
new technology.

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Diabetics 
set to get 
changes 
on care 

THOUSANDS of diabetes 
patients across Sandwell 
will be able to receive care 
closer to home thanks to a 
new NHS scheme. 

It means people will no 
longer have to go to hospi¬ 
tal for advice as they will be 
able to visit a specialist team 
at a GP surgery instead. 

There are around 35,000 
people diagnosed with di¬ 
abetes in the area covered 
by the Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG). 
Bosses have set up the spe¬ 
cialist service - the Diabetes 
Community Care Extension 
(DiCE) teams. 

From this month, GP sur¬ 
geries will work with the 
DiCE teams to deal with 
more varied diabetes que¬ 
ries for patients. Each DiCE 
team includes a consult¬ 
ant and diabetes specialist 
nurse. 

Some specialist diabetes 
services will remain un¬ 
changed. These include po¬ 
diatry, pregnancy, insulin 
pump and multi-discipli¬ 
nary clinics. Patients who 
receive care in these clinics 
will continue to use them. 
Staff at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group worked 
closely with diabetes pa¬ 
tients and local diabetes 
support groups to develop 
the new plan.

SHE described herself as ‘10 out of 10’ on 
a scale of drunkenness when she attacked 
two train passengers she believed were 
laughing at her - while she wore a bunny 
girl costume. 

Mother-of-four Tanya Oakley thought 
she had heard a ‘disparaging comment’ at 
her expense as she travelled on a train at 
Birmingham Moor Street after a night of 
clubbing. The 26-year-old believed a group 
of people were ‘laughing at her’. 

She went down the carriage and swung 
at one woman’s mouth and yanked the hair 
of another, Birmingham Magistrates Court 


was told. Oakley, of Best Street, Cradley 
Heath, was given a conditional discharge 
lasting 18 months after admitting two 
charges of common assault on November 2 
last year. The train driver was disturbed by 
the fracas and went back into the carriage 
to tell everyone to calm down, before telling 
those involved to get off. 

The group including the two women Oak¬ 
ley attacked - who had also been out club¬ 
bing - got off the train but Oakley’s group 
jumped back on to continue the journey. 

Oakley later saw a CCTV picture of her¬ 
self which had been released to the media 


by police and called officers. Mr Jonathan 
Purser, prosecuting, said: “In interview she 
said she left the club with her friends at 
5am and on a scale of 1-10 of intoxication, 
she said she was about a 10. 

“At the conclusion of the interview she 
said she was ashamed of what she had done. 

Mr Darryl Foster, defending, said Oak¬ 
ley was ‘distraught’ at what had happened 
as she was not a habitual drinker and had 
‘just gone out to let her hair down’. Oakley 
was also ordered to pay £25 compensation 
to the two women she assaulted, as well as 
£50 costs and a £15 victim surcharge.

A MAN who left a garage owner permanently 
disabled when he attacked him with a pick¬ 
axe handle in a long running family feud has 
been jailed for nine years. 

Judge Michael Challinor told Ashley Mason it was 
clear he had been aiming at the head of Peter Crofts 
adding: “You could have fractured his skull causing 


NIP hits out 
at'botched' 
Mail sell-off 

AN MP who chairs an influ¬ 
ential business committee 
has hit out at the Govern¬ 
ment its ‘botched’ privatisa¬ 
tion of the Royal Mail. 

Adrian Bailey, Labour MP 
for West Bromwich West, 
said the taxpayer had been 
left ‘disgracefully’ short 
changed by the sell-off, 
which brought in £1.4 bil¬ 
lion less than the shares are 
worth now. 

The National Audit Of¬ 
fice (NAO) report into the 
privatisation concluded 
that ministers ‘could have 
achieved better value for the 
taxpayer’. 

Mr Bailey said the Busi¬ 
ness Innovation and Skills 
select committee he chairs 
raised concerns in Novem¬ 
ber. 

He said: “Ordinary tax¬ 
payers in areas like the 
Black Country have been 
short changed by hundreds 
of millions of pounds as a 
result of the Tory-led gov¬ 
ernment’s incompetent 
handling of the sale of Royal 
Mail.The NAO report deliv¬ 
ers a damning verdict on the 
disgraceful way taxpayers 
have lost out in the Royal 
Mail sell-off.” 


catastrophic injuries. ” 

He said Mr Crofts put his 
hand up to try to defend 
himself from the brutal at¬ 
tack and he suffered a seri¬ 
ous fracture to his left arm. 

“This was not only griev¬ 
ous bodily harm but it left 
the victim disabled in cir¬ 
cumstances where he needs 
both hands to work as a me¬ 
chanic,” said Judge Chal- 
linor. Mr Crofts now had 
restricted movement in his 
hand which was likely to be 
permanent and he was fac¬ 
ing the prospect of further 
surgery. 

The offence, he added, 
was the culmination of a 
dispute between the families 
and it followed an incident 
in which Mr Crofts’ car win¬ 
dow was smashed when “it 
is perfectly clear the culprit 
was someone in the Mason 
group.” 

The Judge said Mason 
and a number of others then 
set out to attack Mr Crofts 
while armed with weap¬ 
ons and when he came out 
of his home he was struck 
with the pickaxe handle. “I 
accept there was some prov¬ 
ocation from the Croft party 
and that he has a conviction 
for damaging a car belong¬ 
ing to your group,” he went 
on. “That does not excuse in 
any way what you did.” 

Mason of Ivy Road, Tip- 
ton had pleaded not guilty 
to causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent but he 
was convicted by a jury at 
the end of his trial.

Tram-endous boost as 
Metro gets in the pink

PASSENGERS jumped on 
board to get an up-close 
glimpse of the first of a new 
£40 million fleet of Mid¬ 
land Metro trams to hit the 
tracks. 

The sleek pink and silver liv¬ 
eried tram rolled into Snow Hill 
Station, in Birmingham, with 
travellers invited to the show¬ 
case. 

Public transport bosses were also 
on the platform to gauge the re¬ 
action from the public to the new 
trams on the line which opened 15 
years ago. 

Similar events were due to be held 
in Wolverhampton and Wednesbury 
before the trams are brought into 
service in the summer. Saturday 
March 29 was the first time the 
public were able to step on board as 
part of a consultation event run by 
transport authority Centro. 

Councillor Roger Horton, who 
is Centro’s lead member for rail 
and Metro, said: “We always want 
to hear the views of the travelling 
public on how well we are doing and 
where we need to improve. But this 
event is also be the first chance peo¬ 
ple will have to see the new trams 
which are an exciting new chapter 
for the Midland Metro system.” 

The tram brought into Snow Hill 
is one of a £40 million eventual fleet 
of 20 taking almost 100,000 passen¬ 
gers a week the 13 miles between 
Birmingham and Wolverhampton. 

Trams are still undergoing testing 
before drivers are given training in 
the new vehicles. 

They will eventually be deployed 
on the Metro extension now being 
constructed through Birmingham 
which, when completed in 2015, will 
see trams return to the city’s streets 
for the first time in more than 60 
years. 

Meanwhile, the Midland Metro 
tracks will be improved under a £5m 
package of work to be carried out in 
Wolverhampton. Embedded tracks 
along the A41 Bilston Road between 
Wolverhampton city centre and 
Priestfield are due to be replaced 
over the summer holidays.

Blood clot 
death of 
injured 
pensioner 

AN ELDERLY woman died 
in hospital from a blood 
clot on her lung after she 
was found lying on the floor 
of her home with a broken 
shoulder, an inquest has 
heard. 

Iris Astley was found by 
her family at her home in 
Great Barr last April. The 
85-year-old was treated at 
her home in Dyas Road by 
paramedics before being 
taken by ambulance to 
Sandwell General Hospital 
where her condition wors¬ 
ened and she passed away. 

Speaking at the inquest, 
her son Adrian Astley said 
that he had tried calling her 
on the Saturday evening 
and again on Sunday morn¬ 
ing, but when she didn’t 
pick up, he decided to go 
round to check on her. 

He said he arrived to find 
the curtains closed and a 
pile of post by the front door 
and fearing the worst he 
gained entry to the house 
only to find his mother lying 
on the living room floor. He 
immediately dialled 999. 

It was discovered at hos¬ 
pital that she had suffered a 
blood clot in the lung. 

Senior coroner for the 
Black Country Robin Bal¬ 
main concluded that she 
had died as a result of an ac¬ 
cident that broke her shoul¬ 
der leading to the blood clot.

Drunk teen went on college vans rampage n 


A TEENAGER went on a drunken rampage 
damaging two vans belonging to a college, a 
court was told. 

Damien Cartwright smashed the win¬ 
dows of both vehicles which were parked at 
Sandwell College’s central campus on Feb¬ 
ruary 1 this year. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard the 
19-year-old had been out drinking with 
friends before and had consumed far more 
alcohol than he was used to. 

And prosecutor Mr Nick Wadsworth said 
it was a motiveless attack as Cartwright 
had ‘no grudge’ against the college and 


had not attended there. “This took place at 
around 5am at the college’s campus in Spon 
Lane, West Bromwich,” he said. 

“The defendent set about smashing the 
window to gain access to the vehicles. He 
also damaged a large window at the college 
building.” 

Mr Wadsworth said it appeared Cart¬ 
wright, of Windmill Hill, Smethwick, had 
carried out the damage with his bare hands. 
He suffered cuts and swelling,” he said. 

The court was told the college used the 
vans to transport students and had lost a 
valuable resource because of the damage. 


Police were called to the scene and Cart¬ 
wright had been arrested. 

He was ordered to carry out 250 hours 
unpaid work and also ordered to pay the 
college £390 compensation. 

He had pleaded guilty to two counts of 
damaging property at a previous hearing. 

Mr Wadsworth said Cartwright had ac¬ 
cepted he had been drinking heavily in the 
hours before. 

Mr Michael Anning, defending, said: “He 
is still a very young man and this is the first 
time he has been before the court. 

“He is horrified that he was capable of 


such behaviour. My client is not someone 
who usually drinks to this extent and his ac¬ 
tions show he cannot handle it. He accepts 
in the hours before he had drunk a great 
deal. My client has no grievance against 
the college and deeply regrets what he has 
done.” 

Recorder Phillip Shears QC said: “You 
severely damaged both vehicles and broke 
a window causing expense and inconven¬ 
ience to the college. This is a very serious 
matter and the penalty shall also be severe. 
You shall carry out unpaid work and pay 
compensation.” 


Girlfriend of security guard 
stole Baggies player’s boots 


THE girlfriend of a security guard who worked at West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion’s training ground and helped to steal a player’s boots has been 
handed a £900 court bill and told to do 100 hours of unpaid works. 

Tanya Cotton stole boots worth £200 belonging to Graham Dorrans with her 
boyfriend Aaron Hinds at West Bromwich Albion training ground on August 
29 last year. Walsall Magistrates Court heard that the 24-year-old, of Cheadle 
Drive, Erdington, had been ‘stupid’ because she believed her boyfriend when 
he told her he was allowed to borrow the boots. Cotton, had denied stealing the 

Nike boots, but was found guilty of the 
theft last week. 

On Monday, Ms Rachel Smith, told Wal¬ 
sall Magistrate’s Court that Cotton had 
been in the boot room with Hinds. 

She said items had gone missing from 
the training ground, adding: “Covert CCTV 
was put in place to try and find out what 
was happening.” 

She said footage captured Cotton trying 
to conceal the boots with her jumper, but 
she then handed them back to Hinds before 
both of them left the boot room. The court 
heard that Cotton had no previous convic¬ 
tions.Cotton was handed a 12-month com¬ 
munity order, with a requirement to carry 
out 100 hours unpaid work. She was also 
ordered to pay £220 compensation, £620 
costs and a £60 victim surcharge.

She said: “Aaron said he was allowed to 
borrow the boots and I believed him be¬ 
cause I have known him for five years and 
I’ve been his girlfriend for two years. He 
asked me to hold a pair of boots and told 
me to put them down leggings which I did 
but then I took them out and handed them 
back to him. 

“I am aware of how it looks on the foot¬ 
age but at the time I did not question him 
because I trust him.” 

Hines admitted two charges of theft and 
one of burglary in November last year after 
also stealing trainers belonging to Baggies 
midfielder James Morrison. He was caught 
on CCTV taking keys to the ground’s laun¬ 
dry room where he also stole one of the 
club’s T-shirts in a clear bag. 

Mr David Holdcroft, defending, said Cot¬ 
ton had not been dishonest but that her ac¬ 
tions were stupid. He added: “She trusted 
her boyfriend too much, she was stupid but 
stupidity is not a crime.”

HE made his career fighting 
his way to the top of the box¬ 
ing world and now Frank Bruno 
is encouraging mental illness 
sufferers to stop fighting their 
feelings and open up instead. 

“There is no need to struggle 
alone or in silence” the former heav¬ 
yweight champion said during a vis¬ 
it to a Black Country mental health 
charity. 

He told sufferers it was time to take 
down their barriers and speak openly 
about their problems. 

The retired sportsman was joined by 
comedian Ruby Wax at a chat show style 
debate organised by Marbles, a charity 
which promotes good mental health and 
aims to de-stigmatise perceptions that 
surround sufferers. 

It was held at the charity’s second 
hand furniture warehouse in Great 
Bridge last Tuesdya, and followed by a 
book signing with more than 70 visitors 
attending to hear the stars talk about 
their personal struggles. 

The ex-boxer, who has battled with 
bi-polar disorder since 2003 and has 
had spells in hospital, said: “Since I have 
been open about my struggle I hope it 
has inspired people, not just men, to 
come forward and not be afraid. 

“Mental health problems can happen 
to anyone. I want to encourage people 
to talk about how they are feeling, don’t 
fight it. 

“There is no need to struggle alone or 
in silence. Men struggle with pride and 
stress over what people might say but 
that adds more pressure. 

“Don’t fight against your feelings, let 
them out. There is help available.”

He added: “Marbles is a very good 
charity. I am very privileged and hon¬ 
oured to be invited here today and hope 
to help the charity more in the future.” 

For many years, the 52-year-old has 
been a champion for mental health 
awareness and has met with Govern¬ 
ment ministers to help get better treat¬ 
ment for sufferers. 

American author, comedienne and 
chat show host Ruby Wax told the au¬ 
dience how depression would overcome 
her Tike a tidal wave’ and talked about 
society’s belief there is a quick fix to de¬ 


pression. She said: “Everyone wants an 
instant pill but you can’t get a six pack 
by only doing one sit up. 

“You wouldn’t tell a diabetic to come 
off their insulin so why do people think 
it’s okay to tell someone with a men¬ 
tal health issue to get off the drugs or 
cheer up? 

“It is a disease where people don’t 
know how to treat you or speak to 
you and because of this sufferers feel 
ashamed, on top of stress on top of 
shame and it drives you wild.” 

She added: “It is a real honour to be 


asked here. This is how people should 
act about mental health, talk openly 
and have a support network. So many 
people do not have the support that this 
fantastic group offers.” 

“At first I would never have told 
anyone about my mental illness, I was 
scared I would get fired. 

“Comic Relief took a promotional pic¬ 
ture of me and put into tube stations 
with the title ‘One in four people have 
mental health problems and one in four 
have dandruff - I have both’. I became 
the poster girl for mental health and I 
toured with my routine in mental health 
hospitals for two years.” 

The two celebrities were joined by 
representatives from groups including 
Mind, Sandwell Mental Health, Time 
For Change and In2Work. 

Kevin Robbins set up Marbles in 2005 
after struggling to come to terms with 
his own bi-polar disorder. 

He said: “The name of the charity has 
a deeper meaning than simply a play on 
the phrase ‘he has lost his marbles’. 

“It is because inside a marble is a fine 
line and with mental health it doesn’t 
take much to cross over that fine line.” 

He added: “Hearing our two celeb¬ 
rities talk about their experiences will 
hopefully spread our key message, that 
there is a fine line at any one time be¬ 
tween being well and not. 

“We want people to know they can 
talk openly and we want to get rid of the 
stigma attached to mental health issues. 

“Not even a sporting champion or ce¬ 
lebrity is immune from it, mental health 
can affect anyone at any time.” 

One service user, who did not wish 
to be named, said: “Last year I had a 
major mental health breakdown but 
the support I received from the Marbles 
family gave me a new chance and helped 
me build my confidence to be more open 
about my condition.”

On the day Willenhall-born 
Mrs Miller finally bowed to public 
and political pressure to go over 
her expenses claims, Mr Fabri¬ 
cant said on Twitter that it was 
‘about time’. 

And when the party asked 
him if he’d stand aside for that, 
he stood his ground. Resigna¬ 
tion, Fabbo says, would imply 
he thought he’d done something 
wrong. And he doesn’t think he 
has. 

His more long-term disagree¬ 
ment with his party leaders, 
over HS2, is not unique to the 
MP. Both Staffordshire County 
Council and Lichfield District 
Council are formally opposed to 
the line and both are controlled 
by the Tories. 

The Fabricant affair is actually 
a far more troubling one for the 
Tories than the Maria Miller one. 
Or, at least, it ought to be. 

What the party effectively says 
to its members, as they start 
campaigning for the council and 
European elections is this: Claim 
thousands of pounds more than 
you should have from the tax¬ 
payer for your second home and 
then make a 32-second perfunc¬ 
tory apology for your attitude 
and you’ll have the full backing 
of your leader. 

But speak your mind as well 
as the views of the majority of 
the country and your constit¬ 
uents on a matter of trust and 
integrity in politics as well as a 
hugely costly and controver¬ 
sial piece of infrastructure and 
you’re sacked.

OVER the last few months 
much has been written 
about the role of ‘carers’ - 
those who provide care in a 
paid capacity, ‘Care Support 
Workers’, and those who 
care unpaid for a friend or 
family member who due to 
illness, disability, a mental 
health problem or an ad¬ 
diction cannot cope without 
their support ‘carers’. 

There is a clear difference 
between these two types of 
roles and the Carers Advice 
and Resource Establish¬ 
ment Sandwell (CARES), 
a Carers Trust Network 
partner, feels that it is very 
important to make that dis¬ 
tinction. 

Today there are seven 
million carers providing un¬ 
paid care to a family mem¬ 
ber, neighbour or friend in 
need. Unpaid carers provide 
care to the value of £119bn 
every year and often bridge 
a gap that health and social 
care departments cannot 
fill. Without unpaid carers, 
the system would simply 
not be able to cope and they 
need support.

Car chase drink-driver 
gets jail term on hold 


A DRUNK car thief who led police 
on a high speed chase through 
the streets of Tipton has been 
spared an immediate prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Shaun Lloyd stole a silver Renault 
Megane belonging to his parents 
friend while they were at a party at 
their home on February 9. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
the 27-year-old left the house abruptly at 
around 11pm with a friend after stealing 
car keys off an armchair in the living room. 

Police started following the car when it 
sped through a red light on Locarno Road 
in Tipton, said Miss Alka Brigue, prosecut¬ 
ing. She told the court Lloyd, of Jays Av¬ 
enue, Dudley Port, continued to drive at 
speed along Central Avenue and made no 
attempt to stop when officers sounded the 
police car’s sirens. 

Lloyd eventually stopped the car a few 
yards from a stinger device police had set 
up on Horseley Road. The court heard 
Lloyd was breathalysed and the lowest 
reading he provided was 86 microgrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath - more 
than twice the legal limit of 35. 

Miss Jane Sarginson, defending, said: 
“He wants to make an apology to the court, 
to his parents and the friends of his parents 
to whom he has caused a great deal of em¬ 
barrassment.” 

Lloyd pleaded guilty to driving a motor 
vehicle dangerously, using a motor vehicle 
without third party insurance, driving oth¬ 
erwise than in accordance with a licence, 
driving when his alcohol level was above 
the limit and taking a vehicle without the 
owner’s consent. Recorder Robert Spen- 
cer-Bernard told him: “You are a person 
who has never even passed a driving test 
and as such shouldn’t be anywhere near a 
car.” Lloyd was sentenced to a total of nine 
months in prison suspended for 18 months. 

He was also placed on an 18-month su¬ 
pervision order and ordered to do 150 hours 
of unpaid work and pay costs of £350.

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Fight is stepped up 
to save playing field

THE fight to force a rethink of 
plans to sell off playing fields 
in West Bromwich for rede¬ 
velopment has been stepped 
up by campaigners. 

The Save Our Field group are 
battling to stop land off Kelvin 
Way being turned into a 160,000sq 
ft industrial park. 

Football and cricket matches have 
long been played at the fields, al¬ 
though it is not identified as dedicated 
parkland by Sandwell Council. It is 
also popular with dog walkers. 


In October, members of the group 
submitted a 165-name petition calling 
for the space to be left as it is so resi¬ 
dents can continue to enjoy the area. 

But the council decided to take no 
action over the petition and the site 
was made available for redevelopment 
last month. 

Residents have pledged to fight the 
proposals at the planning stage and 
have issued a rallying cry to the com¬ 
munity. 

Margaret Davies, the group’s 
founder, said: “Although the council 
claims to be creating more leisure cen¬ 
tres and improving their parks in the 


borough, this side of West Bromwich 
seems to be neglected. 

“This is the last green space in the 
area that is safely within walking dis¬ 
tance and is very popular with chil¬ 
dren.” 

The land has remained vacant for 
more than 30 years. It is also used for 
overspill parking for the neighbouring 
Bethel Conference Centre. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain is 
chairman of the council’s asset man¬ 
agement committee, which has rec¬ 
ommended the site be developed for 
commercial or residential develop¬ 
ment. He said objectors would have

JENNY WRIGHT 



A LOT is said about hospitals 
treating seriously ill patients, 
but little is mentioned about 
the hard work that goes into 
improving the health and 
wellbeing of the local com¬ 
munity, before they even 
come through the doors. 
Jenny Wright is using her 30 
years of NHS service to help 
do just that. 

Jenny, aged 50, who lives in 
Worcestershire, is Health and 
Wellbeing Manager at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
(SWBH) NHS Trust which encom¬ 
passes developing programmes 
to improve an individual’s own 
health and wellbeing. 

She said: “I have a nursing back¬ 
ground and have worked in the NHS 
for nearly 30 years. Most of this time 
I have spent working within Sandwell 
Hospital and started here as a student 
nurse back in 1984. 

Opportunity 

“I then spent 26 years working 
within the Midwifery department car¬ 
ing for sick babies on the neonatal unit 
and in the community and specialised 
as a neonatal nurse. 

“I still practice in this field, on oc¬ 
casions, as I enjoy the different chal¬ 
lenges it can bring. 

“Nursing has given me the oppor¬ 
tunity to do what I like best in caring 
for people and to support families and 
individuals with their own needs. 

“This has been particularly impor¬ 
tant working within Sandwell and 
West Birmingham where I can appre¬ 
ciate some of life’s experiences and 
the problems that folks face living and 


working in its communities.” Jenny 
was brought up by her grandparents 
and had a difficult upbringing but 
this didn’t stop her achieving a lot in 
her career including being recognised 
by NHS Employers as having a ‘Gold 
Standard Service’ in SWBH Staff 
Health and Wellbeing Service. 

Jenny commented: “Childhood 
for me was very much being left on 
my own to fend for myself and I was 
brought up on a ‘rough’ council estate. 

“Despite the traumas and tribula¬ 
tions of those times I had loads of love 
and was taught life’s moral values and 
how to live life decently. 

“I also spent many hours with my 
head in books as the library was ‘free’ 
and often attribute that and the role 
model of my grandmother as keeping 
me ‘out of trouble’. When you have 
seen and experienced some of the 
social inequalities and life’s injus¬ 


tices, that folk can find themselves in 
through no fault of their own, it gives 
you a real feel for where people are 
coming from. 

“And it most definitely is the driv¬ 
ing force behind what motivates me in 
helping people to improve their own 
health, be it physical or mental.” 

Away from work Jenny is a cham¬ 
pionship winning dog breeder having 
won the ‘Best Dalmatian’ award at 
Crufts in 2008 and 2013 as well as vol¬ 
unteering with canine rescue societies. 

The rest of her time is spent with 
husband Andrew and six-year-old 
daughter Izzy. 

In a career that has seen her deliver 
a baby in the back of a car and talk 
a patient out of knifing a colleague, 
Jenny is still committed to helping 
the community of Sandwell and West 
Birmingham improve their health and 
wellbeing.

‘irresponsible owners’ who 
ignored the council’s mes¬ 
sage. 

He said: “Some irrespon¬ 
sible horse owners are still 
taking no notice. 

Ruining 

“They have been leav¬ 
ing horses on grass verges 
by the highway on Waring 
Road, Tipton. 

“They are also taking 
them out on places like Far¬ 
ley Park, and letting the 
horses pull a cart across it 
and ruining the fields for 
football. 


“It’s just not acceptable 
behaviour.” 

The authority has pre¬ 
viously come in for crit¬ 
icism for its policy on 
seizing roaming and teth¬ 
ered horses, which was 
launched three years ago, 
with many protesters show¬ 
ing their opposition to the 
move. 

During that time, more 
than 100 of horses have 
been removed by the coun¬ 
cil. 

It has spent tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds on bail¬ 
iffs to enforce the policy 
- the previous company 
Rossendales cost more than 
£45,000 over two years.

It was attended by more than 120 people 
including members of other Inner Wheel 
groups, Rotary Club members and the head 
of the Inner Wheel Association. 

Dropped 

Despite changing times the Walsall 
branch is continuing to offer its service or¬ 
ganising the likes of film shows and coffee 
morning to raise funds for charities.

The 80 year-old, from Walsall, said: “The 
people in the group are very committed, al¬ 
though the numbers have dropped from 70 
to about 19 over the years.

OWNERS of a snooker club 
based in a landmark building 
hope to breathe new life into 
it as they restore it to its for¬ 
mer glory.

Imposing 

The theatre on The Bearwood Road 
was originally opened as a picture and 
theatre venue that played host to the 
latest films of the time. Its unique and 
imposing facade became a focal point 
in Bearwood with its domed roof dom¬ 
inating the skyline. Closed during war¬ 
time it reopened as a theatre showing 
many amateur dramatics, plays and 
pantomimes. 

By the 1960s it had been converted 
into an ice-rink and for a short time in 
the 1970s it was a nightclub. 

The club remained empty and un¬ 
used for many years until 1983 when 
it was taken over and turned into a 
snooker venue with 11 full size, match 
standard snooker tables, bar, lounge 
area and function room 


“I’ve always been passionate about 
this building,” said Mrs Fletcher. 
“Whenever I look around I always see 
something new or try to imagine what 
it must have been like in its former 
glory. Our ultimate aim is to bring the 
exterior of the building back to its for¬ 
mer glory, unfortunately as with most 
things this will take time and a lot of 
money, but when I look back at the old 


photos of the building in its prime, it 
just makes me even more determined 
to achieve this.” 

To help with the restoration of the 
historic building the club are planning 
on holding a programme of entertain¬ 
ment and are welcoming new mem¬ 
bers and non-members to the club. For

No charges 
for man in 
fall probe 

A MAN who was arrested on 
suspicion of attempted mur¬ 
der after a man fell from the 
first floor of an Oldbury pub 
will not face any criminal 
charges. 

Four people were initially 
arrested in September after 
a 36-year-old man fell from 
a flat roof on the first floor of 
The Manchester Stores pub. 

The man who fell suffered 
serious injuries and was left 
in critical condition in hos¬ 
pital. Police were called to 
the Churchbridge pub on 
September 29 at 9.15am.

West Midlands Police said 
they could not prove a crim¬ 
inal act had taken place. Det 
Sgt Richard Stott said: “We 
have been working hard to 
establish the circumstances 
that led to the fall. The out¬ 
come of the full and thor¬ 
ough investigation is that 
this was likely to be a tragic 
accident.”

IT was a withering attack 
on private schools when the 
chief inspector from Ofst- 
ed said they offered state 
schools little more than 
‘crumbs off the table’. 

But a flagship state academy in 
Sandwell and a Wolverhampton 
private school are flying in the 
face of such a claim with a mutual 
arrangement in place. 

They are sharing teachers, ideas and 
helping each other in a deal thought 
to be the first of its kind in the Black 


Country. The headteachers of Wol¬ 
verhampton Grammar School and Q3 
Academy in Great Barr have rejected 
the idea put forward by Ofsted chief 
inspector Sir Michael Wilshaw that 
private schools ‘do not care about the 
educational world beyond their clois¬ 
ters and quads’. 

Kathy Crewe-Read, headteacher of 
the prestigious £ll,955-a-year Wolver¬ 
hampton Grammar School, stressed it 
was not a merger. And the 13-mile dis¬ 
tance between the two schools is also a 
key part of the deal. 

“We are not competitors in any 
way,” said Mrs Crewe-Read, who be¬ 


came the Grammar School’s head 
last year. “One of the things that im¬ 
pressed me about Q3 was the monthly 
lunch run by students for people from 
the community. We’re getting that ex¬ 
pertise to run similar activities from 
Q3.” 

Q3, was formerly Dartmouth High 
School and was rebuilt with support 
from private sponsorship in 2008. 
Headteacher Caroline Badyal said: 
“Every child should have access to the 
best. We had our first student achieve 
11 A* grades at GCSE last year. We’re 
getting some of our staff to visit each 
other’s school to learn and observe.”

Baskets overflowing 
with household goods 


A GROWING charity helping 
people desperate for house¬ 
hold goods has opened a 
shop selling unwanted stock 
to raise cash to meet opera¬ 
tion costs. 

Christian organisation Loaves 
‘n’ Fishes opened 12 Baskets 
in the former California pub in 
Halesowen Street in Blackheath 
recently. 

Inside, the charity is selling off do¬ 
nated items which are unsuitable to 
pass on to people. 

They include wooden furniture, 
glasswear and clothes. 

The organisation has steadily grown 
since its foundation nine years ago. 

Currently the group operates four 
and a half days a week, delivering 
much-needed items to up to four peo¬ 
ple a day. 

About 15 people volunteer at the 
charity on each day. 

Unsuitable 

It has three vans and a base in Wa¬ 
terfall Lane in Cradley Heath. 

Treasurer Mary Turner said: “Many 
items we are given are unsuitable to 
pass on, either because they are quite 
old or antique, but are still perfectly 
useable for other people. 

“We tend to try and provide people 
with modern household goods. 

“We depend on grants to keep going, 
but we hope the shop will generate 
enough cash so we can become more 
financially independent.” 

The name of the shop comes from 
the bible story where Jesus fed a crowd 
of people, starting with only five loaves 
and two fish. 

After everyone had eaten there were 
12 baskets of food leftover. 

Mrs Turner, aged 67, said the char¬ 
ity, although Christian, helped people 
of all races and backgrounds.

They get people in need of house¬ 
hold goods referred to them by Dudley 
and Sandwell Council. 

Mrs Turner explained: “Since the 
cutting back in available grants from 
the Government, we have noticed a 
surge in people needing help filling 
their home with furniture and goods.” 


Reflecting on a possible purchase 

Mrs Turner added that this could be 
“from a tea spoon to a king size bed, 
we deliver everything.” 

And there was hope about the future 
too, as she concluded: “We’re also see¬ 
ing the amount of donations go up as 
we become more recognisable in the 
area.”

A FIREFIGHTER from the Midlands will be flying half 
way around the globe for one of the world’s toughest en¬ 
durance events. Jenny Hill, aged 31, is in training for Oc¬ 
tober’s Ironman World Championship in Hawaii, in which 
she will swim 2.4 miles in the Pacific Ocean, before cycling 
112 miles and then running a full marathon. 

Jenny, of Birmingham’s Ladywood community fire sta¬ 
tion’s purple watch, is a former Firefighter Ironman World 
Champion, and also won bronze representing Great Britain 
in the European long distance triathlon in Germany. 

She qualified for Hawaii by coming second in her age 
group in Ironman Wales 2013, beating professional tri¬ 
athletes with a time of llhrs 18mins. Last year she was 
best female long distance triathlete with Birmingham’s 
Tri Club. She said: “The event is regarded by many as the 
pinnacle in triathlon. I’ll be competing against men and 
women in the 30 to 34 age group” 

Jenny is a qualified mountain expedition leader and has 
led trips in South America and the Himalayas. She recently 
transferred to West Midlands Fire Service after serving for 
three years with London Fire Brigade, and she still holds 
the that brigade’s all-time fittest female firefighter record.

C ould you see Shameless’s 
Frank Gallagher as Tommy 
Cooper? Perhaps not, but 
David Threlfall has long had that 
chameleon-like ability to slip into any 
role, no matter how unlikely. 

For a decade it seemed Threlfall 
was forever destined to play dole 
cheat Gallagher in Channel 4’s hit 
drama. Thankfully over the last 
couple of years he has gone back to 
inhabiting a variety of real and 
fictional characters. Last year he was 
on top form as retired detective Len 
Harper in BBC drama What 
Remains. Now he’s doing an 
uncanny take on Tommy Cooper in 
this drama paying tribute to the iconic 
magician and comedian who passed 
away 30 years ago this month. 

It focuses largely on Cooper’s 
relationships with two women - his 
wife Gwen (Amanda Redman) and 
Mary Kay (Helen McCrary), the 
assistant with whom he had a 
17-year affair which only ended when 
he collapsed and died live on TV in 
1984. 

In the flesh, Threlfall is light years 
away from many of his more famous 


finds 
in the 

creations. There’s none of the hammy 
am dram thespian he played in Hot 
Fuzz (a film he still hasn’t seen), and 
his ability to morph into Cooper for 
this drama is remarkable. 

“It’s his story from ’67 to the night 
he died inclusive, and I guess the 
back story of what he was doing 
publicly and some of his private life,” 
explains David. “What’s nice about it 
is it’s a period piece, and it nods to 
the people of a certain age who 
knew Tommy Cooper and either 
really liked him or worshipped him 
because he was a completely special 
one-off.” 

At 15 stone, and standing six foot 
four, Cooper was a unique sight on 
any stage. Despite being a skilled 
magician, it was his failed tricks that 
brought the house down. But off 
stage, his love of booze and 
subsequent poor health took its toll. 

David was well aware of how 
important it was to give a faithful 
performance: “People use the word 
‘genius’ too much, but I think you can 
apply it to (Spike) Milligan, you can 
apply it to Tommy Cooper... so no 
pressure at all trying to portray that,” 
he laughs. “But I had a go. So there’s

bits of his life at home and what he 
was all about, which was wanting to 
make people laugh.” After making this 
drama, Threlfall was snapped up by 
Oscar-winning film-maker Kevin 
McDonald to work on submarine 
salvage drama Black Sea, which is 
released later in the year.

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Outlander: Going hybrid

Could it be possible that there 
is a two-litre, four-wheel-drive 
vehicle out there that does 
148mpg? 

Well there is and it arrives in UK show¬ 
rooms next month with the unveiling 
of Mitsubishi’s Outlander Plug-In Hy¬ 
brid (PHEV) - branded by the compa¬ 
ny as the best 4X4 SUV in the UK. 

And it’s the model which might just save 
the ailing company, with Mitsubish having 
suffered more than most from a disastrous 
exchange rate. 

Mitsubishi has thrown everything but the 
kitchen sink at this launch of a really prac¬ 
tical vehicle which qualifies for the Govern¬ 
ment’s £5,000 plug-in care grant. 

The company is convinced the timing is 
right for the arrival of a vehicle emitting just 
44g/km, meaning there is no road tax to 
pay. 

And while only budgeting for UK sales of 
just 3,000 vehicles this year, Mitsubishi has 
the capacity to supply as many as 10,000 
should sales really take off, and have the 
company car driver right at the top of their 
target list. 

For the middle-manager, this Outlander 
is a no-brainer. While the Government’s 
£5,000 grant is still available, it will easily 
be one of the cheapest models in the SUV 
sector with tax advantages equating to a 
massive pay rise for company car drivers. 

What it all means is that with a bene¬ 
fit-in-kind rate of five per cent, a 40 per cent 
taxpayer will pay only £665 per year - a 
massive saving. 


So how does it all work? There’s all-elec¬ 
tric operation for everyday use, which 
means almost silent motoring, and engine 
power for longer journeys, giving com¬ 
bined fuel figures of an amazing 148mpg. 

Twin motors deliver power to the wheels, 
replacing the propeller shaft system, to 
provide better response and reduce fric¬ 
tion loss. 

There’s a 32.5-mile range on electric 
power only, which exceeds the UK average 
of 25 miles. 

The cost of plugging in at home is less 
than £1.50 per night. 

A lot depends on the individual driver 
when calculating the cost per mile. After 
less than a day behind the wheel, I had 
soon worked out how to get the best out 
of the system. 

Spacious 

Mitsubishi makes a point of saying there 
has been no compromise from the rest of 
the range with this launch. It’s still a spa¬ 
cious and well-equipped five-seater with 
only three per cent less boot space than 
other models in the Outlander range. And 
at 11 seconds for 0-60mph, is better than 
the diesel version. 

Careful development of the Outlander 
PHEV’s architecture and safety equipment 
means the all-new vehicle achieves an im¬ 
pressive five-star Euro NCAP safety rating. 

Super All Wheel Control is standard on 
all models along with seven SRS airbags 
and Reinforced Impact Safety Evolution 
safety body, so the Mitsubishi Outlander 
PHEV is fully equipped to protect occu¬ 
pants in the event of a collision. 

The range topping GX4hs comes with 
the advanced e-assist safety system: Lane 
departure warning, forward collision miti¬ 



gation and clever adaptive cruise con¬ 
trol technology. 

It also has an Acoustic Vehicle Alert¬ 
ing System, which produces an audi¬ 
ble warning sound to alert pedestrians 
when in EV mode. 

This can be heard whenever the 
vehicle is in motion, up to a speed of 
22mph. 

The range will start with a GX3h spec¬ 
ification. This has the following key 
items: 18in alloy wheels, cruise control, 


dual-zone climate control, air condi¬ 
tioning, privacy glass, electric folding/ 
heating mirrors with indicators, leather 
steering wheel, steering wheel audio 
controls and Bluetooth. 

The GX4h has: Sat-nav with HD 
seven-inch touchscreen, wide-beam 
headlamps, heated front seats/power 
driver’s seat, reversing camera, leather 
seats, DAB radio, electric sunroof and 
power tailgate. 

The GX4hs has: Adaptive cruise con¬ 


trol, forward collision mitigation system 
and lane departure warning. 

Every new model seems to come up 
with a new gimmick and the Outlander 
is no different. 

For an extra £1,000 you get a mobile 
app and timers to control heating, cool¬ 
ing and charging. 

This means you can clear those frosty 
windows in the winter from the comfort 
of your bed even before getting up in 
the morning.

SEAT offers 

sporty route 

to get green

If you thought all economy-minded cars were 
bland and boring, take a look at SEAT’S Leon 
Ecomotive. 

It retains a degree of fun yet will still return fuel con¬ 
sumption figures of 85.6mpg and emit just 87g/km 
of carbon dioxide. With prices starting at less than 
£20,000, it’s not going to break too many budgets. 

With this latest third generation car, the Leon once again 
feels like a quality product inside and out. 

Power comes from a 1.6-litre TDI diesel, mated in this 
instance to a six-speed manual transmission the ratios of 
which are spaced for optimum efficiency. 

This gearbox is a fundamental difference between the 
Leon Ecomotive and the standard Leon 1.6 TDI, which itself 
emits a very modest 99 g/km, but only gets a five-speed 
manual gearbox. Other changes over the standard Leon 

I. 6 TDI include a higher engine output, up from 105PS to 
HOPS, and the fitment of low rolling resistance tyres. The 
sprint to 62mph comes and goes in around 10 seconds, so 
the car isn’t by any means sluggish, although the relatively 
narrow tyres aren’t going to be the very last word in ultimate 
grip when cornering. 

The chassis of the SEAT Leon is simple in its architec¬ 
ture with MacPherson strut front suspension, while the rear 
uses torsion beam suspension. As with the rest of the Leon 
range, a lot of work has gone into improving the car’s refine¬ 
ment, with particular attention devoted to isolating engine 
vibrations and optimising airflow over the body at speed. 

SEAT hasn’t left too many stones unturned in its quest to 
optimise the fuel economy of the Leon Ecomotive. To that 
end, as well as the low rolling resistance tyres, it also gets 
a slippery body package comprising rear and side spoilers 
and the suspension is lowered by 15mm, while the radiator 
grille is unique to the Ecomotive. The effect is quite subtle 
though and you still get features like 16-inch alloy wheels, 
front fog lights with cornering function. Rest assured, it 
doesn’t look like a penny-pincher’s sort of car. 

Prices start at just over £19,000 for the three-door SC 
coupe, with the five-door hatch tacking £300 onto those 
prices and the ST estate weighing in at around £20,500. 
That’s not at all bad value for money compared with, say, 
a Golf TDI BlueMotion, which costs the best part of £21,000 
in hatchback form. Just because you’re paying less doesn’t 
mean that this car has been ruthlessly de-contented either. 
The Ecomotive is based on the popular SE specification 
and as such, gets features such as a leather steering wheel 
and gear knob, air conditioning, electric windows all around 
(aside from SC versions), a Bluetooth hands-free phone 
system, SEAT’S Easy Connect multimedia system, and a 
front armrest/storage box. 

Get in quick and you may well find your car fitted with the 
otherwise optional Technology Pack, which endows it with 
full-LED headlights (including their distinctive strip-LED day¬ 
time running lights), satellite navigation and a DAB radio - 
so every medium-wave radio talk show rant can be enjoyed 
in crystal clear digital quality. 

Consumption 

The big draw with the Leon Ecomotive is its incredibly 
low day to day running costs. Fuel consumption is rated at 
85.6mpg, while emissions are a super-low 87g/km. Both of 
those figures are better than you’d get from a Toyota Prius 
hybrid. But how does this MK3 Leon Ecomotive achieve a 
12g/km improvement over the second-generation version, 
despite being more powerful? Well, it’s largely achieved by 
a 90kg weight reduction and a 10 per cent improvement in 
aerodynamic efficiency. These changes help this car travel 

II. 3 miles further per gallon of fuel than the standard Leon 
1.6 TDI, according to their respective combined consump¬ 
tion ratings. 

As with every other model in the Leon range, this Eco¬ 
motive variant comes with an Energy Recovery set-up and 
a Start/Stop System, the former to capture and store brake 
energy otherwise lost as heat, which can be used to power 
electrical systems, and the latter to shut down the engine 
when the car is at a standstill, preserving fuel. 

The SEAT Leon Ecomotive is a strong all-round package 
with little in the way of significant caveats. The pricing is 
tight, the economy and emissions are right up there with the 
best, residuals are looking rosy and you even get a choice 
of three well-equipped body styles with much-improved 
build quality. Show me how SEAT’S going wrong there. 

Okay, so if you buy into the whole SEAT sports thing, you 
might well find the Leon Ecomotive not quite as exciting as 
some other models in the range, but it’s still a decent drive, 
certainly offering a good deal more involvement than a Pri¬ 
us. It depends on what you’re looking for from family-sized 
eco-minded transport. If you don’t want to make too many 
compromises from a ‘normal’ family car, the SEAT will be for 
you. If you want to look conspicuously green, choose a hy¬ 
brid. One thing’s for sure though. I’d back the Leon Ecomo¬ 
tive to win any such comparison when it came to three year 
running costs. We’re always looking for ways to cut costs 
without affecting desirability. SEAT has the answer.
